Considerable Activity on the Sound Searching 
for Coal Leads. 

PORT ToWHSBND, Oct. 22 — Thero are four 
companies on the west sido of Fuget Sound 
prosecuting for coal. Experts havo beon 
horo and reported that the same quality of 
hard coal mined on Vancouver island lies 
boneath Quimpcr peninsula. Around Port 
Diacovory a Victoria company hue bonded 
upwards of 10,000 ucres of land and a drill 
hole has beon sunk in throe places, resulting 
in tho most favorablo indications. Down at 
S'quim, above Pungencss, a local eyndicate 
is engaged in sinking a ahoft, and bock of 
and ubovo Port Angelea an E IS torn company 
is proap.e'ing for coal. Near Long Harbor, 
opposite Port Townsind, a San Fronoiaoo 
company has bonded several thousand acres 
of laud and ia boring for coal. Each oom- 
pany is providod with the latest improved 
machinery, and vigorous proapeoting will bo 
continued until coal in paying quantities is 
discovorod. Nearly $30,000 has been ex- 
pended already. 

CHINA AND JAPAN. 

Japanese Troops Quartered In tho Palace of

London, (Jot. 2.'1 — Tho Graphic has this 
dispatch from Chemulpo: Four hundred 
Japanese have been quartered in tho King's 
pulaoo in Seoul in c Insequenoe, it is said, of 
the discovery that the King's fathor is in 
collusion with the Tongha nbela.

THE WORLD OF SPORT. 



No Decision From Referee Quigley as 
to Saturday's Great Lacrosse 
Match. 



Harry Tyler Establishes New World's 
Records -Starters for the 
Cambridgeshire Stakes. 



The laorotse match at Vancouver on Sat- 
urday last, to deoido the tie batwoon Vio- 
torla and Westminster, was, whilo tho light 
lasted, as fast and exciting a gamo as any 
ever played In Canada. It had a most un- 
satisfactory ending, darkness coming on so 
that it was impossible to see the ball, and 
the umpires refusing to aot further. This 
state of affairs was in no way the fault of 
the Victoria team. At Westminster's sug- 
gestion, tho time to start was fixed at 2 
o'clock, and at that hour the bus with the 
boys in blue and whito drovo into tho 
grounds. A short time afterwards they 
wore on the field warming up for tho fray, 
It wab fully three o'olock before 
tho Westminster team arrived, minus 
Ryal. Thoir oaptain then bluffed 
around for another half hour or more, claim- 
ing they would not accept Mr. Quigley as 
reteree, always, however, looking anxiously 
toward the gate. At 3:40 a gurney dashed 
Into the ground containing Kyal, and all ob- 
jection to Quigley disappeared, and two ex- 
cellent umpires, in the persons of Collector 
Bowell and E. A. Davidton, wero appointed 
by him. It may bo mentioned that Mr. 
Mackenzie, captain of the Victorias, visited 
Westminster on Thursday and Friday in an 
ondoavor to havo a refereo mutually con- 
sented to, but he was met with scant cour- 
tesy, and it was loft to Mr. Ellis, preaident 
of the provinoial association, to appoint 
the referee, whioh was done before 
1 o'olook Saturday. Tho progress 
of the matoh and its final ending 
is now well known. After the first gamo 
tho Victorians outplayed the Royal City 
team. When tho refereo stopped the play 
in the sixth game, on account ot dark- 
ness, the score stood three to two in lavor of 
Viotoria. From the faot that 2 o'olock had 
been mutually agreed upon as the com- 
mencing hour, and also that Westminster 
had been the solo cause of the delay, it was 
expected that Referee Quiglry would de- 
olare,the match in favor of Victoria. He 
did not, however, and first said it was a 
draw, with all bets off. At the steamer in 
tho evening he said if proof wero furnished 
about the mutual agreement as to the com- 
mencing time, he would deolare the matoh 
in favor of Viotoria. For this tem- 
porary falrnesB ho was loudly cheered. 
On Sunday he wired : " On further con- 
sideration find I cannot alter decision given 
on field ; writing to-morrow." The letter 
has not yet reached Victoria. Tho publio 
will gather from all this that Viotoria has 
not' been justly dealt with -not because Mr. 
Quigley ia considered unfair, but because he 
Is evidently not possessed of tbe baokbono 
to stay with what everyone who saw the 
match and knew the circumstances of the 
delay, will oonsider the proper decision — 
the one giving the matoh to Viotoria. It is 
aaid there is a good precedent to follow 
in thia ; that of tbe Shamrook-Capitala 
tis last year, where the match was 
given to the Capitals under pre- 
cisely similar oircumstancea. Had there 
been even responsibility for the late 
hour of commencing, Viotoria would 
not "kick" at the reforee'a decision, but 
under the oirojmotanceB they feel that thoy 
aro being unjuBtly punished for Westmin- 
ster^ fault, aud Mr. Quigley is not alto- 
gether free from blame, for he had it in his 
power to oall out the team an hour earlier 
than ho did. Thero is a rule providing that 
an unfinished match munt begin under the 
same conditions aa at tho time ot postpone- 
ment. If Mr. Quigley decides that the 
eleven minutes must bo played, the play 
will be at the Brockton Point grounds, tho 
teams will be the samo, Westminster play- 
ing eleven, Cambridgo having been ruled off 
for knocking Morton over the head. The 
Bame referoe and umpires will also aot. The 
only different condition, if the game Is 
played, is that it will bo begun long enough 
before sundown to finish it. 

STILL UNDECIDED OFFICIALLY. 

Vancouver, Oot. 22 —(Special) — Tbe 
vYorld aud Advertiser declare Saturday's 
game a draw. Referee Quigley wae seen 
and asked if tho Colonist was correct in 
saying that ho had reserved h\a deoision. 
Mr. Quigliy said : " Yes, I havo roBcrvod 
my decision."

22.— Harry Tylor 
again mado a sensation to day at the 
Waltham oyolo park, by riding tho fastoat 
milo raoo ever contested in tho world, break- 
ing both tho ovon milo and throo quarter 
competition records under oxtromoly un- 
favorable conditions. On Soptembor 13, at 
Springfield, EJdio Bald, of Buffalo, leaped 
intofumoby winning a milo raoo against the 
fastest mon in the world, loworing the 
world's competition record to 2 05 4 5. 
Ono year boloro on tho samo trunk, George 
Taylor, of Waltham, had established a 
throe quaitor reoord of 1.41 15, To-day

RUSSIA'S EMPEROR BETTER. 



His Improvement Attributed to the 
Treatment ot Holy John of 
Cranstadt. 



Everything Beady for the Marriage 
and Coronation of the Czare- 
witch Nicholas. 



London, Oot. 22.— The Daily Nowb cor- 
respondent In Berlin says: "The Czar 
walked half an hour in the park at Livadia 
yesterday. The doctors keep him out of 
bed as much as possible so as to maintain 
his nervous energy and counteraot the 
weakness of .the heart, which is increased by 
lying." The correspondent ridicules the 
rumors that the Czar is dead and his death 
kept seoret owing to the Czarewltoh's re- 
fusal to succeed. He admits that 
it is no secret that the Czirewitoh 
■ over was enthusiasts concerning the 
Bbcce8sion, mainly owing to the continual 
exoltement and terror in hia father's family. 
" The Czirina ii better," said the corres- 
pondent, "although her condition is pre- 
carious and pitiable. Ambassador Gen. von 
Worder will arrive in St. Petersburg to- 
morrow and ia expeoted to proceed to 
Livadia. It is understood that all docu- 
ments in the laBt three days have been 
signed by the Czarewitoh, whom hia fathor 
admonished to accopt Councillor Bunge'a 
advice." 

Prof. Leyden has announced that he will 
resume hia lectures in Berlin on the 29th. 
This Is supposed to mean that he conaiders 
tbe Czar's case hopolusa. 

The Lokal Anzelger says that Mmo. Par- 
laghi, who has painted portraits of the Em- 
peror, Biamarok and Moltke, ia on her way 
to Livadia, having been summoned to do a 
picture of the Czar. 

Berlin, Oct. 22. — The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Togoblatt finds that all tho 
preparations in the Rusaian oapital point to 
thosuccessionof tho Czarewith, Nicholas. Ho 
Bays tho war offioo already holds in readi- 
ness tho standards of tho Emperor Nicholas 
II. The Czarewitch's marriage with 
Princess Alix of Hesse will be haatened in 
view of tho house law dealared by Emperor 
Paul I, that no unmarried heir shall succeed 
to tho throne. Should tho Czarewitoh be 
childless upon aBcending to tho throne the 
Grand Duke Michael, his younger brother, 
would bo declared heir presumptive. 

Tho Lokal Anzeigor aayB that the Princeis 
Alix will bo baptized and roooived into tho 
Orthodox Russian churoh to-morrow and 
will bo married to the Czarewitch on Wod- 
noaday in tho presence of tho Czar and the 
Imporial family. 

Paris, Oot. 22. — The Fronoh foreign office 
has beon paralysed by tho roports from Liv- 
adia. Busineas has been at such a comploto 
standstill that Lord Dufferin, the British 
ambassador, has boon unable to finish his 
negotiations aB to oolonial questions. Ho 
will go to London on October 27, or earlier, 
aa thero is nothing to bo done here. 

Tho Russian aroh-priest in Paris thinks 
the Czir's improvement is duo to tho inter- 
cession of Holy John of Cronstadb. Holy 
John is regarded throughout Russia as a 
miraolo worker. It is said that he haa a 
hypnotia power whioh ia manifested when- 
ever ho lays handB on a patient. His treat 
ment consists of prnyicg, tho laying on of 
hands and rubbing with oil. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 22. — A bulletin 
issuod ut 8 o'olock this ovoniog says : Tho 
Emperor slopt five hours intermittently last 
night, and arose at tho usual time this 
morning. His appotite has deoroasod and 
his strength has not increased. It is 
rumored that an operation is to be per- 
formed.

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THE PRECIOUS METALS. 



Complete Judgment of Mr. Justice 
Drake in the Important Suit 
of Bainbridge vs. E. & N. 



The Eight of Entry to Free Miners 
in Their Search for Gold and 
Silver Not a Limited One. 



Appended is the complete) judgment of 
Mr. Juatioo Drake in the Suprotno court case 
of liainbridgo vb. The E. k N. Railway Co., 
to which reference was made in Sunday's 
iuue. Argument waa heard on the 2nd in- 
stantand tho written judgment handeddown 
on Friday last. It is understood the de- 
cision will bo appealed : 

" This is a motion by the plaintiff to re- 
strain tho defendants from interfering with 
the plaintiff in hiB allogod right to mine for 
gold on a certain placer claim in Alberni die- 
triot known as tho Kluo Ruin claim, and by 
consent of both parties tho motion was 
turned into amotion for judgment. 

"On 21st June, 1894, tho plaintiff, a freo 
miner, located a claim on China oreok, Al- 
berni, and duly recorded tho same with tho 
mining recorder at Alberni, and all neces- 
sary preliminaries were complied with to 
enable tho plaintiff to prosecute his work. 
On the 2Iird of June, 1894, the plaintiff' was 
mmmarily ejected by the defendants. 

" The defendants' caso is that by tho Act 
47 Victoria, cap. 14, tho legislature of Brit- 
ish Columbia granted certain lands in Van- 
couver island, whioh included tho land in 
question, to the Crown as represented by 
tho Dominion government, to aid in tho 
construction of tho Eiquimalt and Nanalmo 
railway, and that on tno 21st April, 1887, 
tho Crown by deed granted to tho defend- 
ants all tho lands granted to them by the 
provincial legislature, and claim that, by 
tho termB of the deed and act, that they 
are entitlod to all the prooious metals in or 
snder the said lands. Tho statute in ques- 
tion was passed to carry out an agreement 
which had been arrived at between the Do- 
minion and the Provincial government, and 
was confirmed by a Dominion statute of 47 
Viotoria, cap. 6 

*' By section 3 of the Provincial aot tho 
land granted to the Dominion is defined by 
metoB and bounds and is statod to include 
all coal, coal-oil, ores, stones, clay, marble, 
slato mines, minerals andsubstancos whatso- 
ever. The grant from tho Crown to the 
defendants uses the same terms as to the 
land and its appurtenances as that contain- 
ed in section 3. 

*' The Attorney General on behalf of the 
plaintiff relies on the judgment of the Privy 
Council in the oase of the Attorney General 
of British Columbia vs. the Attorney Gener- 
al of Canada, 14 Appeal oases 294 

"Mr. Pooley, QC, for tho defendants 
argneB that although gold and silver are 
bod expressly mentioned, yet they are in- 
cluded in the termB ' mines, minerals and 
substances,' and points out that the term 
'lands' would be quite sufficient to puea 
everything but the preotoua metals, that 
the terms used sufficiently indioate an in- 
tention to inolude both gold and silver, es 
pecially as in the then existing and ante- 
cedent legislation of the Province the term 
'mineral' was UBed to define gold and 
silver. 

" By the gold mining ordinance of 1867, 
cap. 23, of the Consolidated Acts of 1877, 
the term 1 mine ' is stated to mean any 
vein, stratum or natural bed of auriferous 
earth, and in the mineral act, cap. 82, of tho 
Consolidated Statutes, 188S, sec. 2, minerals 
inolnded all precious and base (other than 
coal) found in veins or lodes or rocks in 
place, and whether such minerals are found 
separately or in combination with each 
other. 

" And by tho Crown lands aot, cap. 98, of 
the Consolidated Acts, 1877, seo. 80, and 
o-ip. 6G of the Consolidated Acts, 1888, sees. 
95 and 96, it is enacted that nothing therein 
contained should be construed so as to inter- 
fere with the rights of miners under the 
mineral aot or subsequent acts relating to 
gold mining. 

" The use of a general term to indioate the 
precious metals in these statutes does nob in 
my opinion extend tho meaning of the word 
'minerals ' when used in any other act. 
The interpretation clause in these acta is 
merely a dictionary to define particular ex- 
pressions In the acts to which it is attached, 
and unless there is any clause incorporating 
the mineral act in the statute in question in 
ihia caso, I do not consider that I can give 
to the terms used any other meaning than 
their ordinary and legal significance. 

"If I might hazird oonjeoture why the 
special terms which wero used in the pre- 
sent act wore inserted, it is possible that 
the parties interested in the agreement did 
not desire to have their right to coal and 
coal oil questioned, as cjal ia expressly ex- 
cepted in tho mineral aot and does not pass 
under the term minoral hero. 

"Gold and silver minos, as Lord Watson 
saya in the case of tho Attorney-General of 
British Columbia vb. the Attorney -General 
of Canada, until they have been aptly sev- 
ered from the title of tho Crown and vested 
an the Bubject, are not rogardod as paries 
noli or aa incidents of the land in 
which they arc found. Tho question is, 
have these mineB royal been severed from 
tho title of tho Crown by tho languago uaod 
here. Under tho term mines, mincruls and 
subBtancea they would not paso. The 
atatuto in question commences with coal, 
coal oil, indicating in my opinion, all min- 
erals and mines which would pass under the 
term of lands in ordinary cases in a grant to 
the subject, and has no reference, to mines 
royal. 

" A further question ariaea in this motion, 
and that is, have tho defendants the right 
to prevent the extraction of gold and silver 
from their lands owned and occupied by 
froe miners. Tho rights of minors to enter 
upon land for mining purposes is apparently 
not limited to Crown lands, soo secB. 11 and 
12 placer mining aot, 1891. Independent of 
statutory authority no porson has a right to 
troBpaaa on private lands, bub boo. 959 of tho 
Crown lands act, 1888, authorizes free 
minerB to enter upon any landa in tho Prov- 
ince to search and work for gold and Bilver, 
fallowing in substance tho languago used in 
the acb existing at tho date of the grant of 
thoso lands to tho Crown. 

"Theso landa, in my opinion, oro there- 
fore subjoct to tho right of entry by froo 
minors to search for tho precious metals, 
subjoct tn tho conditions procodent contained 
in sec. 11 of tho placer mining act, 1891, 
which condltiona both parties admit have 
been oompliod with. 1 therefore givo judg- 
ment for tho plaintiff with costB."

^ AN UGLY CONVICT. 

Murderer Blanck;to BeiHanged on December 7. 

Seattle, Oob. 22,— Thomas Blanok, allftB 
Frank Hamilton, who shot and killed 
Charles Bidwell, a bartender In the Mug 
saloon, on the night of Ootober 2, was this 
afternoon aentonoed by Judgo Humes to be 
hanged on December 7. Blanck possesses 
the faculty of smiling ono minute and show- 
ing his bulldog Bpirit tho noxt. Just before 
Judge Humes went on the benah a tender 
smile ojmo over the prisoner's face. When 
ordorod to come forward by Judgo Humes 
Blanok, with tho deputy Bhorifla on either 
side of him and Jailer Munroo in tho rear, 
approached the doak, where Judgo HumcB 
briefly reviewed tho findings of the 
jury and inquired if Blanck had any 
legal causo to show why sentence should 
not be passed upon him. Blanck rested his 
right hand on a ohair in front of him, loan- 
ed forward, looked Judgo Humoa straight 
in tho eyes and said : " I'll come baok and 
haunt you ; I won't have ono gun then, but 
two, and when I tell you to pub up your 
hands, I'll plug you pretty quick." As the 
vicious-looking convict said " I won't have 
ono gun then, but two," ho raiBod his hands 
and threw them forward, just to demon- 
Btrato to the court "how he'd do it," Judge 
Humes never fiinohed, but remarked that a 
warrant inatructing that tho sentonce of tho 
court bo executed would bo Bent to tho 

sheriff later. " I want it pretty d 

quick," growlod out Blanck, and thon tho 
deputy Bhoriffa took him down stars and 
looked him up in murderers' row. 



MINING ON THE MAINLAND. 



A Company Being Formed for HydraU' 
lie Mining at Similkameen— 
Valuable Silver Ore. 



Pioneer Miner of Kettle River Dead- 
Gold Pans Out Weil at the 
Consolation Mine. 



(From tho Midway Advanoo.) 

Angus Lamont and Pete Guerndorson 
have "struck ib rioh " on tho Similkameen, 
six miles abovo tho falls. 

The Nelaon hydraulic mining company's 
clean-up on Forty-nine creek realized $5 to 
the oubio yard. 

Mr. Coryelle, C.E., is surveying for 
MeBBrs. Donald and B. Ingram a proposed 
irrigation ditoh to bring water from Rock 
creek all over their flat. 

Near the junction of the Tulameen and 
Similkameen a number of companies have 
lately been doing preliminary work prepara- 
tory to hydraultoing next season. No less 
than four have secured ground for that 
purpose. 

Robert Stevenson is, in connection with 
Mr. Hogg, forming a company for the de- 
velopment of valuable hydraulic benches on 
the upper Similkameen. 

The Blaok Channel Company, Granite 
creek, are said to be working in good pay 
since making tho opening on the upper part 
of their tunnel. This ia a deep bench dig- 
ging and is a gold proposition. 

The company on Newton creek (south 
fork of Granite creek) are working four men 
opening up their diggings with the intention 
of hydraulicing next spring. This is a gold 
proposition, though small specs of platinum 
are met with, the large deposits of the latter 
metal being found on the Tulameen river. 

H. B. Camoron discovered during the sea- 
son a valuable hydraulic bench about nine 
miles above tho forks of the Similkameen, 
and has sold an intereat in the same to Mr. 
James McLaren, a coast capitalist. 

W. C. MoDougall has sold hiB intoreeb in 
bhe Riordon hydraulic claim to a Mr. Wat- 
erman. Mr. MoDougall has built a hotol at 
tho forks of the Tulameen and Similka- 
meen, and will also run a storo. 

Samples of oro from the Cordick claim in 
Summit camp, located this summer for 
Capt. R. C. Adams, of Montreal, give 
$15.29 in silver and S16.35 in gold, or a 
total of 831 G4 per ton by assay of Prof. J. 
T. Donald, of Montreal, and $25 98 in silver 
and $8 in gold, or a total of $33 98 per ton 
by assay of E. E. Burlinghamo, of Denver, 
Col. The ledgo is twelve feeb wide, and 
the samples represent the entire vein. 

Jamea Riordon, one of the best hydralio 
men in tho Province, has been working a 
"bucking hydraulio," whioh act automat- 
ically, storing water and discharging same, 
thereby facilitating the removal of large 
quantities of gravel that would otherwise 
have to bo removed by hand. It ia the first 
to be operated In B.C., and ia being worked 
about b\x miles above Princeton. 

A resident of Midway received a com- 
munication whioh caused much amueoment 
from Post Office Inspeotor Fletoher this 
week, to the effect that hiB department 
might entortain the idea of a weekly service 
between Midway and Marcus, provided the 
cost did not exceed $5 per trip. Consider- 
ing that Midway and Kettle river have at 
present a semi-weekly servico to Marcus, to 
which everybody pays 50 cents u month, and 
savoB money by doing so, as two-cent U.S. 
stamps aro uaed, the idea of exchanging this 
for a weekly service created no little amuse- 
ment. 

Edward Farrow, a well known citizen in 
Kettle rivor and ono of tho most popular 
minors of tho norfhwost, died at his resi- 
dence, four miles east of Cclville, lust week, 
aged about thirty-two. Ho was a nativo of 
England, and spent tho first half of his life 
as a printor. For sovoral years ho was em- 
ployed In ono of tho largest music publish- 
ing houses in London. In tho early part of 
the last dcoMle ho went to sea, but on land- 
ing at Quobea ho returned to his trade, fin- 
ally drifting west and taking up hiB resi- 
dence on u farm near Colvillu. He has been 
mining since 1885. Last summer ho spout 
as auporintondent of tho work on tho Sky- 
lark mino. About two wooka Bgo ho wont 
to look after his farm, and died within 
twenty-four .hours after taking Biok from 
blood poiBoning.

point.

Socialism in Germany— To Celebrate 
the Three Hundredth Anniversary 
of Uustavus AdoipUua, 



Socialist Struggles-German Federal 
Council in Session— Kelatious 
Between Berlin and Loudon. 



London, O^t, 2fs — At the Socialist Con- 
gress at Borlin the question of the payment 
of salaries to socialist members of the Roioh- 
stag came up, when several delegates con- 
tended that preBon'. salaries were too high, 
There wore eloven deaths from yellow 
fever at San Salvador Friday. 

Forty bodies have been recovered from 
the colliery at Anino, near Buda Poath, 
whero an explosion occurred on Saturday. 
Thirty persona were seriously injured. 

The following Italian diplomatic chauges 
are announced : Baron Fava, ambassador to 
the United States, will bo placed on tho re- 
tired list ; Count Touruielle Brueati Ediver- 
gape, ambassador to Great Britain, will be 
placed on waiting orders ; Signor R. De 
Martini, minister to Japan, will go to Rio 
Janeiro, and Count Orfino will go to Tokio. 

A sensation has been oroated at Hamburg 
by tho Budden and unexplained dismissal 01 
thirty-five naval officera who have rendored 
long servioe. 

The atrlkoof girls in tho cigar factories at 
the City of Mexico over tho introduction of 
cigarette mocliines is spreading, A thousand 
employes are out. The striking girls would 
have captured El Modelo factory had not ', fl0 
police and soldiers been dispatched t the 
soscd. 

Prin.Oe Bismarck will leave Varzin for 
FriedriohBruhe on November 1, but beforo 
that time will receive a joint doputation 
from Pomorania and Hanover. 

A doputation from the municipal council 
of Danlzic has arrived in Berlin to prosont 
to Caprivi a diploma of treedom of that city. 
Dantzio is tho first city to confer this honor 
on the chancellor. 

The Prussian government has consented 
to a national celebration on December 9 in 
honor of the ,'iOOch anniversary of the birth 
"f Gustavus Adolphua of Sivedon, and the 
Protestant clergy everywhere are in pre- 
paration for the evont. Tho Catholio papers 
are attacking the government for consenting 
to this celebration. 

At the Sooialist convention at Frankfort- 
on-tho-Main a fierce struggle for Bupremaoy 
is expooted between the two hostile wings, 
led respectively by Rebel and Liobbneoht 
and by Voltar and Gultenborgor, the latter 
two being tho loaders of the moderates. 

A committee headed by Prince Scoenaich 
Carolath has been formed to receive volun- 
tary contributions to a fund to furnish Prof. 
Behring'a anti-diphtheria serum cure to 
diphtheria patienta. The municipal author- 
ities of Berlin have allotted 6,000 marks for 
aupplying the serum to the four principal 
hospitals of the city. The aerum ia now pre- 
pared at the Professor's laboratory in Ber- 
lin. Veterinary Surgeon Caspar superin- 
tends the process of inoculating with the 
fluid the horses needed for the purpose. The 
cure is to bo introduced into tho municipal 
hospitals of Berlin, Hamburg, D:eadeu, 
Koen'gsberg and other cities. 

A Batavia dispatch saya tho Voloano of 
Galloorjgong is again in eruption and several 
villacea have been destroyed by the flow of 
lava. 

La Figaro asserts that Roumania has join- 
ed the triple alliance composed of Austria, 
Italy and France. 

Oudin, the celebrated baritone, has been 
stricken with paralysis. 

A dispatch to tho Panama Star and Her- 
ald says that Carlos Holguin, ex preisdent 
of the republic and president of tho senate, 
died of kidney disease in Bogota. 

The German federal council at its last 
meeting debated the views of their govern- 
ments regarding tho proposals to limit the 
rights of assembly and association, so as to 
enlighten the Imperial ohanoellor and his 
colleagues on the attitudes ef the federal 
states. It is understood that these views 
harmonized with those of Count Caprivi. 
The semi-official newspapers expresB the 
hope that the differences between the re- 
actionary Prussian premier, Eulenburg, and 
tho more liberal chancellor will be removed 
at once. In official circles, however, there 
is little confidence that the hopo will be 
realized. Eulenburg haa made such a de- 
cisive stand and haa committed himself so 
completely that if thwarted, I ho could not 
consistently keep Mb offico. Tho Bismarck 
ian and Tory journals seem confident that 
Eulenburg und the reactionists will triumph 
ultimately. They believe that ho will got 
Emperor William's sanction to apply special 
repressive laws to Prussia. 

The relatione between Berlin and London 
have boen disturbed slightly in tho last few 
weeks. England'* Eastern and African pro- 
gramme, as well as her whole colonial policy, 
has nevur been regarded with much favor 
by Germany, and since her action in regard 
to the Anglo-Belgian agreement has boon 
looked upon with increasing dlatruBt. In 
tho China-Japanese negotiations the Berlin 
foroign office opposed tho British claims to 
the Togo territory and oncouroges tho French 
hopes of expansion toward tho basin of tho 
Upper Nile. It also seems determined to 
keep tho English out of tho Delagoa bay re- 
gion. Its present attitude seems to bo the 
result of a well considered and settled policy. 



WEEVILLY WHEAT. 

A Chicago Cargo Bald to Ho Affected-The 
Issue One of Inspection. 

CitiCAtiO, Oct. 22.— In regard to the story 
circulated hero that a cargo of wheat affect- 
ed with the woevil had been transferred 
hero, which wai circulated on tho board of 
trade to-day, tho facts aro as follows : On 
Saturday a cargo of whoat waB loaded into a 
steamer bound for Erie from one of tho 
Armor elovators, passing inspection at that 
warehouse The steamor was then towod to 
an Illinois Central elevator for tho purpoao 
of being loaded with 20,000 bushels addi- 
tional. Tho inspector at tho latter point 
claimed that tho grain alroady in tho hold 
of tho vessel was woovily, and rofusod to 
permit tho Central whoat to be loaded. Tho 
owners of tho vossol, not wishing to have 
thoir veasol detained over Sunday, gavo 
ordorB for its immediate departure Tho 
question resolvoa itsolf into ouo of acouracy 
between the two inepoctora, the general dis- 
position being to placo little faith in the 
theory that the Chicago whoat is out of con- 
dition.

THE CZAR PEELING BETTER. 

His Death Not Expected In tho Immediate 
Future— Russia and Germany. 

Vienna, Oct. 22 — Fremdonblatfc sayB 
that the Grand Duke Alexis, who arrived 
yostoBday evening on the way to Livadia, 
recoived a dispatch from the Czirewitch say- 
ing thoCzir felt bettor, but othorwiae his 
condition was unchanged. 

Bhhlin, Oct. 22. — A semi official dispatch 
to the North German Gazetto saya that the 
press has been hasty in treating the Czar as 
dead, and that his death is not expected in 
the Immediate future. The dangerous con- 
dition of the Czar ia the subject of the 
groateat interest in political oiroles. Whon 
tho Czar held the political reins Russia's 
polioy could more or leas bo foreseen by 
German statesmen and his personality was 
recognised in a great meaeuro aa a guarantee 
of peace. Rut with tho advent of tho 
Czarewitah the future is obscured, 
but the opinion, howevor, in well- 
informed oiroles ia that it would 
be a great mistake to regard 
him as the enemy of Germany. He has 
shown no credileotion for any portioular 
nution, and certainly not for France. No 
anxiety would exist if it were certain th-^t 
Russia's foreign relations would continue to 
bo directed by .the present council of minis 
tera. Tho views of tho governor of the 
atudies of tho Czarewitoh, General Danielo- 
vitch, are keenly discussed as the key to 
his opinions. According to many people, 
General Danielovitch is an ultra-reaotionary 
and nn orthodox pan-Slaviat. Tho Cologne 
Gszatte, howover, in a long artiole, reports 
him as being a man of ^ Dle mind, high 
culture and pro^ un j eC neo of duty, who haa 
educate^ nla pupil without bia«, although 
during the last years of his governorahip the 
hatred of Russia against the Germans rose 
to tho highest pitch. 

Pakis, Oofc. 22.— Galignani'a Messenger 
publishes a Livadia dispatch signed by 
Grand Duke Vladimir, and timed 1.12 p.m., 
saying the condition of the Czar has shown 
an improvement in tho last two days, but ia 
still very grave. 

ATHENS, Oct. 22 —The King of Groece 
will leave for Corfu to-morrow. Hia cha- 
teau is nearly ready for tho ocoupancy of 
the Czar. 



SOCIAL DEMOCRACY;. 

Proceedings of the CongresB in Frankfort- 
Elated Over the Belgian Elections. 

Frankfort, Oct. 22 —In the Sooial 
Democratic congreBa to-day, Mr. LeB8ner, 
of London, deprecated the severity of the 
speeches made on tho official aalaries and 
tho management of the funds of tho party. 
He urged tho adoption of the principle 
acknowledged by the English trades unions 
to remunerate all the officials equally. The 
majority of the younger and better 
educated delegates agree with him. 
August Bebol'a effort to end the de- 
bate by the usual means failed, and 
eventually it was closured. All the amend- 
ments to limit salaries were rejected and 
the report adopted. The founding of Social- 
ist workshops was diaougaed bat briefly and 
no decisive atep was taken as the delbgatcs 
thought the prospeots of a new anti-Sooial- 
ist campaign unfavorable to the execution 
of their plan. The oommittee on credentials 
passed 221 mandates and cancelled one. The 
success of the Socialists in the Belgian elec- 
tions have elated tho delegates greatly and 
every reference to the Belgian elections was 
cheered enthusiaatically by them. 

JACK THE RIPPER. 

A Canadian Specimen of the London Murderer 
at Large in Ontario. 

Listowel, Oot. 22. — (Special) — Nothing 
haB been elicited throwing any light or giv- 
ing any information as to the perpetrator of 
the murder of Jessie Keith. A poBt mortem 
examination revealed a severe bruise on her 
skull, sufficient to have produced uncon- 
sciousness. Hex throat was cut from ear to 
oar. Two of tho arteries on the left Bide, an 
external artery on the right aide ob well aa 
the wind pipe were Bovered. The cuts on 
tho abdomen were the full length and full 
breadth of that part of the body. All or- 
gans, external and internal of the pelvis, 
wore gouged out and removed. No trace of 
thorn can bo found. Death was caused by 
Iobs of blood. There waB not a drop of blood 
in the cavities of the heart. No blood camo 
from the wounda in the lower part of the 
body, Indicating that they had been inflicted 
after death. Tho crime ia one of tho moBt 
brutal that ever occurred in Canada. Up to 
tho preaont time two arrests have been made 
in connection with the tragedy. Both wore 
tramps. 

FLOODS IN CHINA. 

A Hundred mid Fifty Miles of Land Covered 
— Terrlblo Loss of Lira and Property. 

San Francisco, Oct. 22. — A terrible flood 
has taken placo in China, according to ad- 
vices by the City of Peking. When the 
rains ceasod tho waters covered a space of 
the best agricultural land 150 miles long by 
from 10 to 30 mileB wido. Tho North China 
Daily Nowa aaya : " How great tho loss of 
life will novor bo known. Of how mony 
wore droivoi<i, how many killed by falling 
houses and what number poriehed in the 
attempt to Bavo something of their house- 
hold effects I hero will bo no roport. Tho 
query ih whnthor tlffi great dieuater may not 
be a blessing to iii ...uion if, as announced, 
tho Japuneso at ti iiipc to make tho country 
around Tien Talog tho seat of war, sinco it 
might happen witli 'h^m oa with tho Tai 
Ping rebellion in 1853 4, that tho proposed 
soat of war ih too wet to hit down on." 



SUGAR COMBINE. 

Extensive Shut Down to Pat Up tho Trice. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 20.— Tho Franklin 
sugar refinery, which is operated by tho 
Bugar tiuet und which has been running on 
half time for three or four weeks, turning 
out only noft sugar, shut down to day for an 
indefinite timo. Twolvo hundred men aro 
thrown out of employment. Tho Sprockela' 
refinery, tho other member of tho trust iu 
this city, ha3 been clouod for two woeka. 
Tho MoCahan Sugar Refining Company, 
which claiina to bo independent of tho truat, 
ia running only ono-third timo.

UNIVERSALLY APPRECIATED. 

Tho unveiling of the statuo of Sir John 
Macdonald in Toronto on the 13th instant 
marks au era in the hiatory of Canada, It 
shows that in spite of party rancor and party 
prejudieo Canadians are ready to do honor 
to the man who aorvea them faithfully and 
effectively. Twenty years ago auch a gath- 
ering »b that which met in Queen's Park on 
Saturday week appoared to be impoaaible. 
Party feeling then was high in all tho prov- 
inces of tho Dominion, but it seems to ua 
that it was kooner and more bitter in Ontario 
than in any of the other provinces. Sir 
John Macdonald was tho head of a great 
party. He was a fighting man. He 
struck from the shoulder, and he 
always expected to get as good as ha gave. 
•*John A." as his supporters called him, 
was hated by the rank and file of the Re- 
form party with what appearod at the mo- 
ment to be a deep and bitter hatred. No 
language was too strong to characterize hia 
political conduct, no political orime waa too 
black to be attributed to him. He was idol- 
ized by his party but his opponents 
looked upon him aa the embodiment of 
political iniquity. No one would for a mo- 
ment suppose from the tone of the Grit 
press and from the language of Grit parti- 
sans that the kindly nature and the irrepres- 
sible good humor of the Tory ohief had 
made the alighteat impreaBion on 
any considerable number of the members of 
the Grit party. But those who looked 
closely could disoern that muoh of the 
clamoroua vituperation agninat John A. was 
caused by disappointment rather than dis- 
like, and that oven the Grits admired and 
respected him for hia ability and had a 
sneaking regard for him on account of his 
geniality and his kindlineaa. They oould 
not help laughing at Sir John's jokes even 
when they were direoted against themselves 
snd their leaders. 

Much of tho bitterneaa of partiaanahip 
had died out even before Sir John'a death. 
The veteran Btateaman waB liked by his op- 
ponents for his many loveable qualities, and 
he was respeoted for the good sarvioe he had 
done the State. After he died every traoo 
of the old party rancor had disappeared, and 
1/iberalB vied with Conservativea in bearing 
teBtimony to the virtues and tho abilitiea 
of the doparted Conaorvative Leader and to 
the fidelity with which he served his coun- 
try. His weaknesses and his failings ap- 
pear to have beon forgotten and nothing iB 
Bpoken of now by the men of both parties 
but his good qualities. So oomplotoly has 
party unimoaity, aa far aa Sir John A. Mao- 
douald'a memory is oonoernod, died out in 
Ontario that wo veuturo to say that 
no speech that tho Hon. George W. Ross 
ever made will bo ao greatly admired by tho 
Libora'.s of that province, or bring him so 
much credit aa tho very ablo one he de- 
livorod tho othor day at tho unveiling of tho 
old Tory Chieftain's statuo. Nothing, in 
our opinion, so cloarly proves tho genuine 
morit of Sir John A. Mactlonald ua u Btatea- 
man, or tho great value of hia eorvicea to 
Canada, aa the admiration and reapoot so 
freely and ao generally oxpreBsed for him by 
those who wore not many yeara aRO hia 
Btaunchoat and hia most uncompromising 
opponents. 

NOT TOO OPTIMISTIC. 

Evory thinking man in Canada knows 
that when tho Dominion Finanoo Miniator 
said " wo are ooming out of the doprosalon 
more satisfactorily than most countries," ho 
said nothing moro than what evory Intelli 
gent observer knows to be tho truth. Tho 
financial atringonoy which appalled the 
most courageous in tho United States and 
disheartened tho most sanguino and opti- 
miatio in other countries, cauand anxiety in 
Canada cortainly, but very little more. 
There has been no widespread disaster, 
lis banks and large oommoroial houses 
have passed through tho crisiB, not 
only without failuroB, but without 
Injury to their credit, and tho proBpect for 
the futuro ia aaid by those who know moBt 
about the financial affairs of the Dominion to 
bo oheering. Tho ablo addrossos of tho 
managorB of tho leading Canadian banks 
have given onoouragoment to tho oommor- 
oial oommunlty from ono end of tho Domin- 
ion to tho other. Wo beliovo that thoro is 



hardly a man In the country whoao know- 
ledge of Canadian affairs is at all extensive 
who will not endorse every word that the 
Hon. Mr. Foster said lately to an inter- 
viewer in London. Thia ia the pasfloge as it 
appears in the leading article of Saturday's 
Times : 

Wo are satisfied with the general outlook 
in Canada, Wo are coining through the de- 
pression more satisfactorily than mostcoun- 
triea. This is evidenced by tho trade re- 
turns. Tho tariff ohungoB cortainly were 
framed to encourage British trade. The 
fact that British exports to Canada de- 
clined is owing to tho general tondenoy to 
economy and aurtailed purchases, which ia 
one of the most notable features of Canadian 
life juat now. Moreover, Canada yearly 
increases hor own manufaoiuros. It iB em- 
phatically true that Canada desires to 
strengthen her trade relations with the 
United Kingdom, tho Australian and other 
coloniea. The Ottawa conference emanated 
from that wish and developed o Btrong pro- 
English sentiment. Doubtless the tendenoy 
is to look away from the States, although 
our attitude to them is perfectly friendly. 
The Behring Sea arbitration happily re- 
moved tho moat debatoable question. Tho 
tariff changes in both countnos muBt help 
the interchange of trade, and virtually con- 
atitutoa a rooiprooity treaty. Canada has 
reBponded as far as possible to overy lower- 
ing of tho United States duties. 

Our contemporary doeB not attempt to 
oontrovert a singlo atatoment made by the 
Finance Minister, but triumphantly pointB 
to the dooreaao of imports for tho IaBt three 
month, which Mr. Foster foreshadowed, as 
proof that he has " overdone tho optimiBtic 
business." 

This remark ia charaoterietio of the Times 
and tho papers of tho party of which it is ono 
of the organs. They apparently hate to hoar 
Canada well spoken of or to see any aocount 
of its affairs which repraeenta it as prosper- 
ing. They appear to be from choice pro 
phets of ovil and they delight in their voca 
tion. Tho fluctuations in trade which occur 
everywhere, and which aro often of vory 
little ooDStquence, they magnify and die- 
tort into presageBof ruin. If their predic- 
tions had como to paea and if there had beon 
evon a modicum of truth in their jeremiads, 
Canada would long ago have been deso- 
late, its farmers would have been 
ruined and its cities depopulated, 
It is to bo regrotted that there aro so many 
journalists and small politicians in Canada 
who imagine that to belittle their oountry 
and to bemoan the condition of its inhabit- 
ants is to show their superiority to thoir 
cheerful countrymen, who look at the 
bright side of things, and who try to make 
the best of their circumstances. But they 
are not superior. On the contrary they are 
as shallow as they are unpatriotic The 
country progresBos in spite of their dismal 
prognostications, and the great majority of 
Canadians have faith in their oountry not- 
withstanding all that its fainthearted and 
unworthy sons say to its prejudioe, 



undate largo areas of the United States, and 
destroy in them muoh that is good and that 
makes for the happincaB and prosperity of 
the people. It says : 

It ia truo thtt the danger of Populism ia 
not to bo underrated, and it ia on tho whole 
bettor to be too muoh than too little afraid 
of it. But Populism ia nothing but a new 
symptom of an old trouble. Perhaps it is 
the moBt serious Bymptom that has yet ap- 
poared. At tho same time it dooB not 
threaten tho onuntry with any such danger 
us will excuse a panic A little resolute 
common senso will dissipate it; but the 
Bonnor it is dissipated tho better for the 
oountry and for thouo who have been mis- 
lead into j >iniDg iu the movemont. lathe 
effort to defeat tho Populista it will bo found 
that the restoration of prosperity is u moat 
potent ally of roason, for every auoh agita- 
tion ua this ia intensified by hard times. 

PopullBim is the expression of the diaoon- 
tont of the unthrifty. It does not matter 
what it demands, whether free ooinage, or 
paper monoy, or government loans to farm- 
ers on thoir crops, or government ownership 
of railroads, the cause of Populism iB tho 
feoling of thoBO who have little money, that 
tho Government ought to holp them to more. 
The feeling has been intonBified and im- 
bittercd by cortain acts of tho Foderal 
Government which have aeomod to the dis- 
contented to evince an unduo caro for thoao 
already rioh. Evon when the acta of the 
Government wore diotatod by wisdom and 
patriotism, as in tho exemption of bonds 
from taxation, they have nevertheless arous- 
ed tho angor of thoeo who have been com- 
pelled to pay taxea, and who have had very 
little to pay them with. 

There are many of the class described 
above In this Dominion of Canada. They 
believe that the Government iB all-powerful, 
and that it is its duty to look after them, to 
find them employment when they aro out of 
work, and to manage matters bo that ovory- 
ono can have money, even if ho does not work 
very hard to earn it. Thoro is not yet a 
Populist party in thia country, but the olo- 
ments of suoh a party aro to be found almost 
everywhere. When they get someone to 
leud them, those pooplo will make them- 
selves heard in tho land, and thoso who ore 
endowed with oommon sense will then have to 
withstand them and to take care that they do 
not get into plaooa of power.

OPPOSITION BLUNDERING. 

The proceedings of the editors of some of 
the Opposition newspapers are very " curi 
oua " indood. They do not seom to possesa 
intelligence enough to understand tho word 
ing of the clearest section of a provincial 
law, and they seize upon and repeat with- 
out inquiry any silly atory that ill-natured 
and ignorant partiz»ns conooot. If tho editor 
of the Times had read the seotion of the 
Land Aot which it quotes he would have 
seen in a moment that it doea not apply to 
the notice about which the Slocan Timea 
evidently hopeB, with the aid of the Vio 
toria Tim Co, to mako some political capital. 

Tho notioa in question was aont from the 
Lands and Works^office to certain purchas- 
ers of lota in tho town of New Denver to pay 
balances overdue. Tho sale was hold on the 
20th of July, 1892. The land waB sold un- 
der tho authority of sections 30 and 31 of 
the Land Aot, upon terms and conditions 
whloh wero mode known in the advertise- 
ments respecting the sales, and also 
at tho timo of holding the 
sales. Tho purchasers, thoreforo, thor- 
oughly understood what they wore do 
ing. Thoio was no room for a mistake or a 
misconception. Thcso sales were, in faot, 
special contracta between the vendor and 
tho purohasera as to terms of paymont. 
The Slocau Times and its very zsalous co- 
laborer, tho Victoria Times, evidently 
passed over without notice a few very signi- 
ficant words in the section (.'Mi), whioh thoy 
both quoted. The reador will immediately 
boo when ho studies thoni that tho section 
does not apply to sales mado under tho Act 
cited by tho Opposition papors. Here ia 
tho firBt part of tho sootion : 

" The Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works may insert noticeB in tho British 
Columbia Gazatto, requiring ull porsona 
from whom tho balanco of purchase money 
is due on any landa pre-ompted or pur 
chaBod by them under any Act or ordinance 
heretofore passed to pay," etc. 

The man who read thceo words wo havo 
italicized with tho viow of finding fuult 
with the action taken by tho Chitf Commia 
slonor of Lands and Works with respect to 
sales made under the preaont Land Aot, de- 
serves a leather medal for hia carole8anos8 
or hia slupidity. It iB Billy for 
tho Times to attempt to fasten on 
tho Slocan Times tho responsibility for this 
ogrogioua blunder. When it reproduuod tho 
Slooan papor'a article it assumed tho respon- 
sibility for evory statement it oontuinod. 
Thoy aro a protty pair "Arcade* ambo." 
When tho Victoria Times next trios to got 
political capital out of its Slocan con- 
temporary ib will, porhapa, mako an at- 
tempt to examino and verify its quotations 
to see if thoy apply.

The evidenoe did not go 
to show that he had done anything worse 
than assist tho police, and while he had no 
right to represent himself aa a special con- 
stable he transgressed unintentionally. Tom 
Andrew, the Sea Bird Island brave whom ho 
made hia captive waa fined §5 and coata for 
being drunk. 

At yeaterday'a meeting of the Seworago 
Commissioners, Mesara. W, J. Macaulay 
and B. W. Pearae attending, arrangements 
were made in connection with the trial of 
day labor on the sewerage work. Tho pay- 
ment of tho men will be at tho rate UBually 
adopted by contractors, and ten hours will 
constitute a day'a labor. Sub foremon uro 
to bo appointed where required over each 
small gang of men at alightly better wages 
— aay 25 cents additional per diem — and 
frequent reports are to bo mado by the 
City Engineer showing the progress of tho 
work in detail, the coBt, payment of the 
men, etc. Other business of a routine char- 
acter waa afterwards disposed of and a num- 
ber of small accounts passed for payment. 

Six drunka and ono Indian apprehended 
with liquor in his possession were triod in 
the police court yeBtorday and aaseaBed tho 
cuatomary penalties. One of tho offenders 
acknowledged that he had allowed liquor to 
got the hotter of him, and explained that it 
wiiB tho first time and would bo tho last. "I 
will take you at your word," the magistrate 
Baid to him, "you are convicted but dia- 
chargod. Now will you give me your word 
that you will not touch liquor again this 
year— it 1b now the 22nd of October." " Yus 
air, I will," was the reply. "Then come to 
me the day before Christmas and tell me 
you have kipt your word," said tho Court, 
and the offender bowed his acquiesonco in 
the bargain, and went hia way.

Thkrk is now living on the Cowichan 
Indian reserve, an old klootchman nam»d 
Tow kum-aht who can justly claim to bo the 
oldest living person on the continent of 
America. Her ugn is set down at 1 10 years, 
and this is fairly well authenticafpd by tho 
Indiana of her tribe. For example Z ipatiste, 
an old man atill living, and who waa mar- 
ried and had children bdfore the building of 
tho Hudson's Biy fort hero in 1847, vouches 
for the fact that Tow kum-aht was a very 
old woman aa far back aa he could remem- 
ber. By thoao who know the habits of 
these Indians, it is Baid that in former 
years tho Indian men did not marry before 
they were 20 or 21 years of age. Conae 
quently hia recolleotinna must go buck at 
tho Ioaat calculation 63 or 64 yoara, and if 
Tow kum-aht was a vory old woman then, 
Bho must be considerably over a hundred 
yoars of age now. Tho old woman for years 
back has been gradually drying up and 
seasoning till she looka, as one man ex 
presaod it, liko a "healthy old mummy." 
For a number of yeara she has loat the uae 
of her Iogfl, and can only crawl about. 
Still she seoms to keep the use of her 
faculties fairly well. She ia not tho only 
old stager among the Cowiehans, for Mr. 
W. H. Lomus, tho Indian agent, Bay* that, 
old Hulcarlotetun, who died last year, saw 
seven generations of his descendants before 
he died. 

The annual genorul meeting of the Queen 
City Building, Loan and Savings Association 
waa hold in tho Sir William Wallace hall laat 
voning Joshua Holland occupied the chair, 
and in tho attendance over two-thirds of tho 
subscribed Btock was represented.

His Term of Office Will Be Three 
Years— New Councillor 
Appointed. 



The Songbeoa IndianB havo elooted a now 
ohief. When Chief Caarlle Freezie died 
last Sunday week, Mr. W. H. Lomas, 
Indian agent, was away making an inspec- 
tion of the different reserved as far north as 
Comoz, consequently the important business 
of electing a now head to the tribe had to be 
postponed till that gentleman's return. 
Yesterday Mr. Lomas was in town, and a 
council of tho SongheeB tribe wbb callod for 
7:30 lust evening. At that hour tho tribe 
mob in tho school house on the reserve, and 
it was decided to elect tho now chief by 
ballot. 

At the request of tho Indians Mr. Lomas 
went into a separate room, and one by one 
the IndianB filed in and cast a ballot. The 
choice Gnally fell upon Miohael Cooper, a 
brother-in-law of the lato ohief. Chief 
Michael is a man of considerable ability, as 
as he has provod in his capacity as council- 
lor he being oneof theoouncilof four who had 
assisted tho lato chief in administrating tho 
affairs of the tribe. 

A change has been mado in tho term for 
which the chief is elected. It waB formerly 
for life, but now it is only for three years. 

The next thing to do wus to fill tho 
vacancy in the council caused by the eleva- 
tion of Chief Miohael to tho leadership of 
tho Indiana. Willie Jack waB the lucky 
man, the four members of the council for the 
year being : Willie Jack, Joe Etionne, 
George Cheetlon and Quit Quomton. The 
proceedingB wore very orderly and con- 
ducted in a most amicable manner. 

Before adjourning tho Indians pasBed a 
resolution asking the Indian Department to 
take steps to havo the government require 
the E. & N. railway to construct fences on 
either side of ita line running through the 
reserve, so as to better guard againBt acci- 
dents.

tion. (Hear, hear ) " I need not tell you 
that whilo this taek ia devolvod upom me it 
is a task which it is

and I am sure I am speaking for my col- 
leagues aa well as for myself when I ijuoto 
the words whioh the chairman has just 
utterod and say to you that it is a labor of 
love for us. (Hear, hear.) It is a labor of 
love principally beoauee we admired in his 
lifrttimo the great chieftain whom this 
monument is to commemorate to the people 
of Canada, but also because ho was com- 
pletely beloved by ovory man within his 
following. (Cheers ) For these reasons we 
rejoice to be among you to-day and witness 
thia vaBt aBBembly of thousands and many 
thousands ot the people of Toronto. You 
have added by thus gathering together a 
new source, a new cause of gratitude for us, 
namely, that our chieftain, tho man who 
hid our love as well aa our party service, ia 
nob forgotten by the people of Toronto." 
(Loud cheers ) 

ir WAS A MIGHTY CIIEEU. 

The Premier thon turned towards the 
statue and exposed to tho full view of the 
multitude Hamilton MaoCarthy'a splendid 
work in bronze, which had been hidden 
beneath tho ample folds of tho grandest 
emblem on earth, the British Union Jack. 
The bands struck up the new national song, 
"The Maple Leaf," and the unveiling was 
tho signal for a mighty cheer, the inspiring 
feature of which was the shrill treble tones 
from the thousands of throats of the spirited 
young Canadian school boys standing at ease 
in battalions just south of tho platform. 
Tho certainty of Canada's future was in that 
cheBr which warmed the hearts of the pass- 
ing generation, many of whom had worked 
hand in hand with the old chieftain in his 
life tffortB for the confederation and consti- 
tutional organization of Her Majesty's do- 
minions in the greater portion of the North 
American continent. 

IN REMEMBRANCE OK A ORKAT MAN. 

Sir John Thompson then continued : Mr. 
Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, —We have 
unveiled to day a Btatue which la to mark 
for future years a great passage in the his- 
tory of our country, as well aa to stand in 
remembrance of a great man. The man was 
familiar to us all. Those among whom his 
daily life was passed in reoont years — 
friend and foe — are still in active life and 
recall to day — each with his own judgment 
— the chief events of his career and his prin- 
cipal personal characteristics. For his ene- 
mies I do not presumo to speak — for his 
friends I cannot aay half enough. (Hear, 
hoar.) We remember his groat sagacity iu 
public affairs — tho great patriotism which 
aeemed to bo tho constant motivo ppwor of 
hia public lifo— his bright humor and hia un- 
failing amiability and patience. Wo rocall 
the fact that in the long publio career, 
whioh commenced just fifty yeara ago, 
everythirg 'hat haa boen accomplished for 

Cinada moot every measure that is 

worthy of mention — every etep in tho won- 
derful progress of British North America 
during halt a century has tho impress of hia 
name, or of tho names of the men who 
workod by his bide and shared hia policy 
from time to time. In remembrance of the 
man, theroforo, 

WH DEDICATE THE STATUE 

with fresh and loving memoriea. (Cheers ) 
But, as I have aaid, this monumont ia to 
Btand not meroly in remembrance of the 
man. It murks tho history of our oountry 
and will bo considered, I hopo, when per- 
aonul recollections of tho man can no loogor 
be recalled by tho liviug. Fifty yean ago 
(on the lG.h of tho present month) Mr. Mao- 
donald was returned to Parliament in one of 
tho provinces of what is now tho Dominion 
of Canada. Lot ua rocall tho timo. It was 
a period when tho colony wua besot with po- 
litical dillicultiea, and when political diffi- 
culties led quickly to a resort to arms ; all 
tho railways in Britiah North America did 
not moasuro fifty miles ; wo had but one 
canal ; 

THERE WERE NO MANUFACTURERS, 

tho people depondont on foreign countries 
for all they consumed ; tho population num- 
bered little more than 500,000 ; tho rovonue 
was insufficient ; no public loan could bo 
etfeotod ; tho post oflico was in tho hands of 
the Imperial government ; hundreds of 
thounands of square miles wero undor tho 
absoluto govorument of tho Hudson ISjy 
Company, and, at this timo, this peovlnce 
was but an infant colony, hut the United 
States had grown to what was then consid- 
ered " unwieldy proportions," had become 
a great nation, and was the envy of all 
rising countries of tho world. Sir John 
Maodonald loft it whon the country extonded 
from tho Atlantic to tho Paoifia ocoan — 
.vhon tho roproaentativos of aovon provinces 
and four territories sat in its parliament 
and followed his policy ; whon its railway 
and onnal equipment waa seoond to none in 
tho world ; its oredit high ; its nunufao- 
tures sent all over tho gloho ; its popula- 
tion, multiplied many times, Bolf-roliant, 
self-governed and holding firmly to British 
institutions. (Cheors. ) All thia, the statue 
will remind us, waa ut-jomplishod during 
the compass of one lifotimo, in tho publio 
career of ono man. (Cheers.) The monu-

No mattor on what subjoot ho spoko, It was 
alwayB the same thintr— tho maintenance of 
Britiah ruto, the extension oflho British em- 
pire, tho advantages of British connection. To 
fix deep tho foundations of Kngland'e dominion 
upon tills continent, to cultivato a Bpirlt of loy- 
alty to the crown and a fooling of oneness with 
tho mother land, to mako mon realizo that thoy 
dpi i ot ceaso to bo Otuadians by being Britiih 
subjects— nay, that tho only way in which they 
c.iuid continuo to bo Canadians was by remain- 
in« Hritiah aubjools-theso wero tho objects for 
which Hr John Macdonald unceasingly strove, 
(Loud cheers.) 

THE TRUE INTERESTS OF CANADA. 

Hia waa the kind of loyalty whioh believes 
that tho truo interests of Canada lie in 
Britiah connection and Britiah institutions. 
For tin s ) tho forefathers of many of our 
p sople gave up t.11 their possessions — with 
these all oIubkoh of our pooplo found truo 
liberity and absolute security. For theao in 
former daya our peoplo had fought on afield 
of glory, and saved Canada to tho British 
crown on a day of which thia ia the anniver 
eary — QueonatoD HeightB — when every 
Cauadian prosent waa a hero. (Loud 
cheers. ) Wo see thiB firat feoling evinced 
when a mere stripling John Alexander Mao 
donald took tho field in tho troubles of 1837, 
during which he made perhaps his firat on- 
try to thia city of Toronto, marching with 
his corps of volunteers, ao weary that he 
could hardly carry his musket. Wo trace it 
in all his publio utterances and measures, 
until at the critical time ol the union of the 
provincea he

oorcerning the moasuro of confederation, 
and in response to an obaervation made to 
him by Her Majesty with regard to the 
loyalty which had bten evinced by the rep 
resentatives of tho vurioud provinces a8 
acmbled in London : " We have deairod in 
this measure to declare in tho most solemn 
and emphatic manner our resolve to bo 
under tho sovereignty of Your Majesty and 
your family forever. " (Cheers, ) 
| |We see it continued until tho close of his 
life, whon Her Majesty wrote to hia widow 
" I wish to Bay how truly and aincerely 
grateful 1 am for his devoted and faithful 
aervicea, which he rendered for ao many 
yeara to hia aovoreign and tho Dominion " 
(Cheern. ) 

May the statue then speak to coming 
generations of the charming personality of 
the man, his successful politioal leadership, 
hi:i wisdom ond oourago ! 

May it speak of the great struggles during 
which the foundation of this aa a united 
country, were laid— deep and atrong— by 
maater workmen ! 

M-«y it speak of ono who was great be 
cauae he loved Canado much, and loved and 
served hia empire well, and of whom it was 
well aaid, in rooollection of what he had ao 
compliahed for hlB oountry and the example 
ho had Bet for hiB countrymen : 
Ho . . . nothing fears,' 
Tho long to-morrow of t ho coming yeare.l 

(Loud and prolonged cheers.) 

THE OPPONENTS* TRIBUTE. 

Hon. G. W. Robs being introduoed by tho 
Chairman aaid ; Mr. Chairman, ladles and 
gentlemen, — My respeoted chief having 
spoken, aa your chairman haa aaid, at the 
unveiling of the monument to Sir John Mac 
donald in the city of Hamilton, the duty 
has boen impoaed upon mo of making a few 
observations to-day on the occasion of this 
unveiling in the memory of a man whose 
name ia undoubtedly assoolated with much 
of tho history of Canada. (Hear, hear.) 
Sir John Macdonald entered politics in thu 
early forties ; Uppor Canada had pasaed 
through a groat political crisis, Tho rebel- 
lion of 1837 had blossomed into the union 
act of 1841, by which responsible govern 
mont was conceded to Canada aa one of the 
first and foremost colonies of tho British 
Empire, and by which tho two provinces 
were called upon to work out the 

LARGER PROBLEM OF A NATIONAL LIFE 

by a union of their populations, of their re 
sources and of their parliaments. Tho prob 
lema which confronted the atateamen and 
politieiana of thoae daya were problems of 
no ordinary difficulty. (Hear, hear ) Privi- 
leges that had entrenohod themselves behind 
an irresponsible oxecutivo had to bo abol 
ished. New inatitutiona had to be organ 
izad to meet tho wants of an increasing 
population. Tho franchiao had to bo adapt 
ed to tho demands of an aggrosalvo democ 
racy and new maohinery of government hod 
to be invented, for which there was no pro 
cedent in tho history of any colony. Amid 
such political aeaociutiona and upheavals Sir 
John Macdonald entered political lifo. At 
that timo he wau unknown to famo ; ho was 
simply recognized as a barrister in tho city 
of Kingston, who hud obtained tho confi- 
dence of his clients. Ho boro no badgo of 
leadership ; ho commanded no men or body 
of mon as his followers, and yottoarco half a 
century has passed when the capital of tho 
province whoao conatitutiou his hand nsaist- 
od in framing— and that, province tho faireat 
of our fair Dominion— turns out ita

to dodioato to hia namo this memorial aa i 
tributo of their veneration and reBpoot 
(Loud cheors ) To hia colloaguorj in tho 
Government, and particularly to my old 
friend Mr, Bowell, thia occasion will recall 
tho koen parliamentary debater whom I so 
well remembor, will recall the akilftil and aa- 
gucious leader whom I ao long oonfrontcd. 
It recalls the ardont friond, loving patriot. 
(Cheors ) To thoso who differed from Sir 
John Maodonald — and I happened to ho ono 
of them— thia ocoaaion will reoall tho loader 
who oompucted his forceB in such a way aa 
to mako their diaaolution ulmoat impossible 
— (oheera)— who played Buoh largo political 
combinations that it wan difficult for us to 
compete with, and who hadby tho masterful 
leadership exerted and established for him- 
solf a supromacy iu tho Houbo of Commons, 
a supremacy as a dominant politioal forco in 
thia oountry, (Cheers.) To analyzo a char-

To direct tho Government 
of a oountry, where each Beotion ia allowed 
to follow ita own party or House predilec- 
tions is ono thing, but to govern a country 
whtre every politioal movement is vitalized 
ia another thing, and tho fact that Sir John 
Macdonald wob able to maintain himaelf at 
tho central forco in all the movemeuta of his 
own party, the fact that hia will gave a vory 
distinctive tiecd to the politics of the 
country for eo many years, ahowB beyond 
queBtion that ho waa a leader of exceptional 
atrength aa well of 

EXCEPTIONAL TACT AND SAOAOITV. 

(Applauae.) But Sir John Macdonald pos- 
sessed other qualities equally us effective as 
force of will and purpoBe. The art of gov- 
ernment is not a nico balcnoiog of prece- 
dents, or oven a rigid interprotation of 
statutes. It is essentially a humanistic art 
—an art usually associated with those qual- 
ities of head and heart whioh respond to 
tho popular demand for protection from 
danger, for dirootion in times of difficulty, 
for sympathy in troublo or for loaderahip in 
great omorgencii S.™ Ch( so qu . litiea Sir John 
Maodonald poaaesaeol in a largo degree, and 
his aucceas in convincing the people of Can- 
ada that ho did possess them made him tho 
loader that ho waa.

as Sir John in power. Aa an opponent of 
his all my life, and as ono who confronted 
him for many yeara, both as leader of the 
Oppoaition und aa loader of the Govern- 
ment, I observed the exiatenco of qualities 
which few men of hiB time possessed, and 
which iu any man will socuro for him re- 
cognition in the councils of hia country. 
(2) Beaidea being a strong politioal leader, 
Sir John Macdonald represented in a largo 
measure what we may call tho self-reliant 
spirit of tho Canadian peoplo. (Applauae,) 
Iu the futuro development of tho country he 
had the utmost confidence, a confidence 
which aomo of us often thought led to the 
exceasivo expenditure of public moneys. 
Any schemo which was calculated to im- 
prove tho internal communication of the 
country, whether by railways or canals, 
mot with his approval, even though it in- 
volved, as many of them did involve, eub- 
atantiul subsidies from the publio treasury. 
That hia expectations with regard to all 
these ventures were not reulized ia alto- 
gether probable, but that thoy weie 

INTENDED TO DEVELOP THE RESOURCES 

of the country ia in moat oases beyond ques- 
tion. Hia liberality and enterprise in this 
respeot was another aouroo of that political 
asceadanoy which he so long maintained. 
The loader who cm maks tho peoplo of any 
oountry believe that they aro depondent 
upon him, not only for good government in 
the general aenae of the term, but also do- 
pendent upon him for the development of 
their local and material intereBts, establishes 
a relationship betweon himself and those 
whom ho relieves, which tells with tremen- 
dous forco in determining his politioal 
aupremacy. 

Another element of strength in Sir John 
Macdonald was the fact that he Impressed 
tho people with tho idea that hia publio 
policy waa essentially Canadian. Thoao who 
are familiar with hia apeeohea in later yeara 
can recall the prominenco which bo gave to 
the Canadian idea in the administration of 
the country. No doubt 

THIS IDEA HAD CROWN UPON HIMSELF, 

ub I trust it has grown upon all of ua, but in 
his case it waa to a largo extent tho shib- 
boleth of hia appeals for popular favor. 

I. When, early in the hiatory of con- 
federation, he was attacked for making 
bettor terms with Nova Scotia and for alter- 
ing the original compact on which confedera- 
tion was baaed, without the consent of tho 
acparate provinces who wore porties to that 
compact, his answer was not so much an 
argument that tho original torms were un- 
fair and inadequate, out that tho Nova 
Scotiuna wero our fellow-subjects, thut their 
acceptance of confederation waa a aino qua 
non, and to couciliato them, oven if it did 
rtquire an adjustment of tho original terms, 
was a trdltng matter compared with tho con- 
sequences likely to flow from their continued 
irritation or their ultimuto separation from 
tho union. 2. When hia opponents attacked 
tho policy with regard lo tho Canadian 
Pacific railway, his answer to their attacks 
was not that tho road would bo a financial 
success, or that it was actually necessary for 
the immediato wants of tho remoter pro- 
vinces, but that the road was 

NECESSARY' FOR NATIONAL PURPOSES, 
that confederation without it would bo to a 
certain extent, inoperative, and that tho 
only way to bind the provinces together in a 
porpotual bond of political unity was by tho 
iron bands of a railway from east to woat. 

When ho launched tho National Policy in 
1878, ono of tho most specious arguments 
by which tho publio mind was influenced 
was that it meant Canada for tho Canadians, 
that it would mako our manufacturers in- 
dependent of foreign competition, and would 
furnish within ourselves to u great extent a 
market for our surplus produce, Tho Na- 
tional Policy reproientod as the embodiment 
of that commercial indopendorcc and aolf- 
relianco which would place Canada on a 
national footing in tho eyes of tho whole 
world. 

But thero was moro than thia. While Sir 
John Macdonald waa able to improsa him- 
self upon the public mind aa pre-eminently a 
Canadian in epirit, ho superadded to that 
Canadian sentiment tho still larger ono of 
attachment and dovotion to tho groat empiro 
to which wo bolong. Any petBou acquaint- 
ed with tho history of Canada can oasily 
beo 

THE POLITICAL ADVANTAGES 
of such a courso. In tho early hiatory of tho 
oounlry wo wero ulmoat outiroly dependont 
for tho oocurity of our property and lives 
upon British proteotion. The attempts made 
to overthrow tho supremacy of Croat Bri- 
tain in Canada at ditferone times by tho 
United Stutoe, of whioh thia duy romiuda 
ua, intensified tho attachment of Canadians 
to their natural protector, and when to thia 
ia added thofondneas with which tho Anglo- 
Saxon always turns to tho land which gave 
him birth, you liavo A condition of things in 
whioh tho loyalty of Canadians, if we aro 
poBsosBod of any gratitude whatovor, ia noo- 
oasarily aympathotio ond strong. Sir John 
Macdonald claimed for himself tho right to 
roprosont this feoling. Aa ono of tho fathers 
of confederation ho assisted in framing a con- 
stitution for the oountry in tho words of tho 
preamble to tho union act of 1867, "similar 
in prinoiplo to that of tho Unitod Kingdom."

IN ERECTING THIS STATUE 

to his memory in the capital of the provinoe 
of Ontario, I soo no reason then why we 
should not, irrespective of political differ- 
ences, recognize- that forco of character and 
continuity of purpose by which ho raised 
himself from tho ordinary ranka of citizen- 
ship to tho highest position in tho councils 
of tho country. Wo can remombor, too, 
without any compromise of principle, the

SOCIALISTS IN ITALY. 

Suppression of a Number of Associations In 
Various Parts of the Kingdom. 

ROME, Oct. 22 —Many associations known 
as "Socialist Workorp," whioh havo for 
some timo existed in various partB of tho 
country, havo boon Buppressod by the 
authorities ou tho ground that they tond to 
exoito and foster claaa hatrod among tho 
people.

CENTRAL AMERICA DISTURBED. 

Imnertant Movement In Guatemala Against 
President Barrios— HU Life In Danger. 

QOKZBLTENNANGO, Guatemala, Oct. 22. — 
I-, is known that the opponents of President 
Iinrrios havo contributed ovor five hundred 
rifles in the rural districts within a fort- 
night. Tho concentration of troops by Mex- 
ico has aroused fear among tho people. The 
reports that spies have been sent hore by 
Birrioa have evidently frightened him. 

Guatemala, Oct. 22.— It Is positively 
known that Pretident Barrios is sending 
agents throughout the country to pacify the 
people, who aro tired of his government. 
The movoment of troops towards the fron- 
tior omtinues, notwithstanding denials by 
tho government. If war is declared be- 
tween Mexico and Guatemala a revolution 
undoubtedly will break out at three differ- 
ent pointp, and President Barrios will bo 
among tho firBt to be killed. 

Comitan, Mexico, Oct. 22 —Many people 
aro arriving from Guatemala to avoid the 
horrora of war, which is considered certain. 
It is roportod thut Birrios, determined to 
havo war, is rocruiting men throughout 
Cintral America to servo against Mexico. 
Ha has beon swindled by an enterprising 
Yankeo, who obtainod a largo sum of money 
on agreeing to bring filibusterora from Texus 
and Louisiana, and who, it has been dis- 
c >vorod, is a fraud and is now safe in Moxico. 

Tegucigalpa, Honduras, Oct. 22 —The 
country has boon flooded with revolutionary 
literature, inciting tho people agiinst Presi- 
dent Bontlla. Trie government undoubtedly 
is frightened. Bjnilla'a futuro policy is not 
known, but ho fears Barrios' influence. 
President Bjniuo of Guatemala is reported 
to havn threatened Bonllla if aid is not 
given him in case of war in Guatemala. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Oct. 22 — A band 
of revolutionists havo been caught by the 
government forces, and it is reported that 
throe of tho captives have been shot. 

CoiUNTO, Oct. 22 — Fourteen persons havo 
bron arreoted on telgraphla orders from 
Managua, It is claimod thoy are implicat- 
ed in tho now conspiracy,

Tho first tour of laet night's regular 
meeting of ttie city oounoil was devoted to 
oloarin^ tfeo lists of tho business that had 
accumulated during the week ; then the 
aldermen went into uommitteo of the whole 
and tha Counoil Piccaedlngs Regulation by- 
law hold the fort until the adjournment 
Mayor league was in hia accustomed place 
ogafn, and the aldermen present woro 
ttleears. Munrj, Ledinghani, StyleB, Dwyer, 
Humphrey, Vigolius and Biker, 

First in the order of communications wus 
one from Redon <fc Hirtnagle, complaining 
that an injustice had beau done them in 
connection with the sewer draining thoir 
Driard hotel pioperty. They had paid for 
tho sewer in question, and when the amount 
had been refunded them it was without the 
acorued interest and with the amount of 
taxes deducted. Tho finance committoo 
were requested to examine into the mutter 
of oompluint and report tho result of thoir 
luveBUgatioa. 

J. G. Elliott, secretary of tho B C. Board 
of li'lre Underwriters, wrote forwarding tho 
resolution ricemly p&aeed at tho annual 
meeting of the board iu relation to tho in- 
mrauca companies' tar. This, tho under- 
writers contend, is an onerous and unjust 
imposition aud their rt quest ia that it be re- 
duced aa speedily as possible. 

" On and u f ter the 1st of November next,' 
their resolution Bets forth, " the rates in tho 
oity of Victoria will be inoreaaod 10 per cent 
upon the prosent rates and shall remain so 
until such timo as the tax of §300 on (ire in- 
surance companies be reduoed to §150 per 
annum." 

This subject, too, was referred to tho 
finance committee for report. 

City Clerk McGuigan, of Vancouvor, 
wrolo in acknowledgment of the memoran- 
dum of expense forwarded him in connection 
with tho establishment and maintenance 
of the D-iroey Island lazaretto. The atato 
mont had been found quito satisfactory by 
tho counoil of Vancouver, whoso cheak for 
thtir proportion was inclosed. The Van 
oouvor board acknowledged that tho initial 
cost of the laziretto should be regarded as a 
first charge upon tho government grant, 
Henceforth it was unlikely, iu the opinion of 
the Vancouver body, that any dispute should 
ariso in regard to the division of the grant. 
The communication was ordered to be re- 
ceived and acknowledged, 

In a letter from Harrison fc Walkely, 
contractors, application was made for a 
settlement of their account for the Maclure 
street sewer extension. They considered 
tha,t thoy h&d been unfairly dealt with, and 
asked the early consideration of the counoil, 
Aa the account referred to was generally un 
derotood to have been passed for paymont, 
tho communication went to the hnunco 
committee for an Investigation of the facts. 

City Engineer E. A. Wilmot reported In 
connection with tho coBt of several minor 
improvements in various parts of the oity, 
his report going to tho streets committee for 
thoir guidance in dealing with the matters 
refer-ed to. 

Building Inspector W. W. .Northoott 
directed tho attention of the council to the 
fact that by the coming into force of the 
provincial fire eec»pos act all buildings of 
more than two storieB now require to be 
provided with modern tire escapes. This 
would include the city hall, escapes for 
which would coat in tbe neighborhood of 
S150. 

Al.D. HuMPHBEx did not think that the 
necessity for tiro escapes on the oity hall 
would arise until aome use were made of the 
third story. 

Ald. Lkdinciiiam took it that " the com 
munication waa only intended to show tho 
absurdity of the act in certain cases." 

The Mayor thought that " no one oould 
say that thia act was an absurd one." Hi 
lookod upon it as *' a wise and necessary 
mouaure in the interest of the peoplo." 

Ald. Ledinoiiam explained that he had 
net intended to go the length of pronouncing 
the act absurd in other than certain details. 
Thore should, for example, be provision for 
the exemption of buildings upon which 
there was no necessity for fire escapes. 

Ald. Munk thought that it would be 
found that the city hall was already exempt 
by the act, and would so rsmoin until tho 
tlii rd story wai called into eorvice. 

Reports from the linanco committee re 
oommendod disbursements from tho olectric 
light fund and general revenue aggregating 
§1,500, and these wore duly p&satd. 

Tho pound committee reported that ht»»- 
inf» investigated tho chargos preferred 
against pcundkecpor Shaw by Measrs. 
Mesher and Shore, thoy found that the 
ollioor in qucation had acted within his 
rights as dttincd by the pjuod by-law. The 
luirall complaint had boeu withdrawn, and 
the report wus adopted without discussion. 

The streots committee recommended that 
the application of W. A. Franklin for the 
removal at clay left by the sewer buildors 
on Superior Btreet bo grantod ; that the 
psrfciou of Wi Rookott and others, for the 
improvement of upper Pandora street, bl 
referred to the City Engineer for an eati 
mu.to of cost ; and that tho petition of George 
Gilder and others, for a sidewalk on San 
Juan avenue, tako tho soma course. The 
report was adopted without debate. 

Before pasaing to the next order of busi 
nose, Hia Worship the Mayor bad a word to 
Bay iu regard to tho approaching visit to 
Victoria of His Excellency tho Govornor 
General and Lady Abardcen. 

"This aft ernoon," said lie, "a highly in- 
fluential and representative meeting was 
hold here in connootion with tho making of 
arrangements for tho welcoming of Thoir 
Exoollonciea to Victoria. Tho gonoral wish 
of that meeting was that tho council sot 
aside u sufficient Bum of money to carry out 
their views, Of courso tho Govornor-Gon- 
oral and hia distinguiehed helpmeet should 
bo glvon a hearty welcome to Victoria — not 
necessarily an expensive or an elaborate 
one, but a reception appropriate to their 
exalted position and worthy of the capital 
of British Columbia " 

Ald. Viceliuh thoroughly concurred in 
the opinion expressed by tho Mayor in this 
regard, Ho moved that the matter bo left 
entirely in tho hands of His Worship and 
tho iinanco committee, erhd it wub bo 
ordered, 

Ald. MlJNfJ Bought information. Ho had 
had a lettor from one of tho architects who 
had entered into tho competition for the 
James Bay cauaoway plans und who now in- 
quired why the premiums had not boon paid 
to the aucceasful competitors. 

line Ma you explained that tho only hitch 
waa that the iinanco committee oould not 
say whero tho money was to bo takon from. 
The money appropriated undor thia hood 
had boon used for some othor purpose It 
was only right that tho successful oompeti- 
tora should geb thoir money — thoy oould not 



be held responsible for o mistake of the 
counoil. Tho whole troublo appeared to bo 
that tho board had expeoted to get a dollar'o 
worth for half the money. Tho architects 
wore Ejtked to p rform an impossibility. 

Here tho matter dropped, 

Ald Ledinuiiam also had a little hitoh 
which ho wished to havo light thrown upon. 
This was iu connection with tho proBeoutir -Q 
of sewerage work on Fort Btrco'; by jay 
labor. Ho had understood that the r,creets 
superintendent waa to have full power to 
work his men, in tho same mp.nuer as a 
private contractor, to the best advantage. 
That officer had dcoidod to work his men 
nine hours a day, believing that ho would 
thereby obtain tho heat results. Now the 
City Engineer had announced, acting by tho 
authority of the Sewerage Commissioners, 
that ton houra should constitute u day's 
work. The superintendent had employed 
good men, the moj.irity of them heads 
of families, and they had entered 
upon their work with a will, believing 
that they would have but nine hours a day 
to servo. When thoy were told that it was 
tobetenhours thoy hud quit work. He 
(Aid. Ladingham) thought nine hours a day 
quito sufficient for mon to work in cold 
water and mud. Ho also was atrongly of 
opinion that tho superintendent should be 
allowed to handlo his men in tho mannor 
which he considered most advantageous. 

Ald. Dwyer endorsed this view of the 
matter. Superintendent Wilson was a man 
who would porhaps pay higher wages to a 
superior class of men — but he cortainly 
would got for tho city tho best value that 
wub to be obtained for the monoy. 

Ald HUMPHREY thought that it had boon 
decided three yoara ogo that nine hours 
should constitute u day'a work for corpora- 
tion servants. Ho did not see how ten hours 
could bo decided upon in tho presont case, 
unless this rule woro first rescinded, or how 
in any event the soiverage commissioners 
could set it asido, 

The MAYOR suggested that thiB view of 
the mutter be embodied in a resolution, and 
it was accordingly moved by Aid. Humphrey, 
seconded by Aid. Dwyer and decided, that 
tho attention of the eoworago commissioners 
be directed to tho existence of the nine-hour 
rule of tho corporation and to the unani- 
mous wish of tho council that it be not de- 
parted from ; also to the desire of the coun- 
cil that the Street b Superintendent be allowed 
to fix the rate of wages for his subordinates 
and exercise full power and .control over 
them. 

Ald Styles was anxious to know if any 
Btepa had been taken toward tho removal of 
the fencea which for some months past have 
enoroachod on Constance Btrcot, Victoria 
West. This was not tho Cr»igflower road 
case, but one in which no argument was 
poSBihle. On securing the information that 
tho offending party had boon notified some- 
time ago to remove his fence, tho olderman 
moved tnat it bo replacod on the proper linos 
by the corporation officers and the expense 
charged to the property owner. Tho reso- 
lution was carried. 

Then tho oounoil went into committee on 
tho council regulutionB by law, whioh was 
passed through its various stages und finally 
adopted. 

Since tho last mooting of the board a com- 
munication from Henry Solliok and sixteen 
otherB — rt questing that a new bridge bo con- 
structed aoroas a ditch on Bellott street, 
BurnBide road, and suggesting that the tim- 
bor from the old bridge be used in erecting 
the new one — has been received and referred 
to the streets committee. A letter from 
James Fairall, suggesting that a corral be 
erected in Victoria West, will receive tho 
consideration of the pound committee. 

Perseverakce LoDtiK, I O. G. T,, will 
hold an open session to-night. A good pro- 
gramme and refroahments will be provided.
